Cardinal Gibbons Expresses His Views 
on tbe Negro Question. 


MONUMENT TO MARY WASHINGTON 


German Politics in a Nutshell— 
Freak of an Insane Woman 
—The Silver Problem.

IN A NUTSHELL. 
The Test o f Germ an Politics -W hat the 
R ecent Election Results Mean. 
C levelan d (0.), February 23d.—Major 
Kaufman, editor of the Auzeiger and a life­ 
long student of German politics, talking to­ 
day about the recent elections in Germany, 
said the great victory of the Socialists is 
due to Bismarck and the anti-Sociaiistic 
law. The law first made in 187(1 expired 
by limitation in two years, and has been 
renewed every two years since, at tbe re­ 
quest of the Government. The natural 
conquences of such a law followed its en­ 
forcement. Men expelled from their homes 
went from place to place agitating, and so 
the expulsion clause helped to spread So­ 
cialistic ideas. 
In Germany the lot of a common man _ 
to pay taxes, serve as a soldier and keep his 
mouth shut. The' Socialists want to do 
away with the army, and claim that if they 
succeed to power there will be no war. 
It is easy to imagine how such an argu­ 
ment will work upon the classes who fur­ 
nish men for war and always live under 
the threatening rumors of war. Working­ 
men are also told that when Socialists at­ 
tain to power they will not have to work so 
hard nor so long. 
These arguments have won thousands 
and thousands of votes. The result of the 
election will be that instead of eleven mem­ 
bers in the Reichstag, the Socialists will 
have thirty-five and be entitled to represen­ 
tation on all oommittees. 
The anti-Socialist law will fail; they will 
have liberty to organize openly and the 
opportunity will be given them to develop 
the programme of the futnre. 
Bismarck or the Emperor will try get a 
majority by making concessions to the 
Catholics, but the Government is really in 
a predicament. The Emperor can dissolve 
the Reicbst8g if he -desires, but he must 
figure on a new election, and I think the 
result will be that Germany will drift more 
and more into a Parliamentary Govern­ 
ment, and that the rights of the Crown 
will be lessened. 
There is no danger that the Socialistic 
party will become a rating one, but the re­ 
sult.of the elections means that Germany 
will De more liberally governed, and that 
the working classes will probably be bene­ 
fited. 
Tbe Socialistic party of Germany is not 
composed of Anarchists; they are as bit­ 
terly opposed to anarchy, as are other 
people.

A M onum ent to the M emory of the 
M other ol the Father of H is Country, 
N ew Y ork, February 23d.—A serious 
effort has been begun among the society 
women of New York, Washington and 
other cdies of the East to raise the money 
necessary to complete the unfinished and 
neglected monument to Mary Washington, 
the mother of the Father of His Country 
The present condition of the monument, 
the corner-stone of which was laid by 
President Jackson in 1833 with Masonic 
ceremonies and appropriate addresses, is 
certainly a subject of commiseration. Ac 
cording to tbe original plan of tbe designer 
it was tobe a pyramidal shaft, supported 
by a pedestal of four squares, with two 
capitals on each side aud two esgles 
perched at the top of the pedestal and the 
base of the shaft, while on the very apex 
on the pillar or shaft itself, was a bust of 
Washington in bronze or marble, sur­ 
mounted by an eagle with outstretched 
wings in the act of laying on the brow of 
Washington a wreath of laurel. 
Not even the pedestal was completed 
when a notification came to stop. The 
base is much dilapidated. Whatever in­ 
scription there may have been is effaced by 
the hand of time. Visitors to the battle­ 
field of Fredericksburg look at the ruin, 
scarcely knowing what it is. Its sides have 
been mutilated bv relic-hunters; the shaft 
lies where it fell when the order came to 
cease work, half imbedded in tbe soil. 
There is a touching romance attached to 
the partial building of this monument. In 
the first year of Jackson's administration a 
beautiful Virginia girl was wooed and 
won by a rich Northerner. The lover, 
who was devoted, begged 
his be­ 
trothed 
to 
command 
his 
fortune 
for any object she desired, and the 
lady, like a good patriot, suggested that he 
build a monument to the memory of Mary, 
tbe mother of Washington, whose remains 
had till that time rested in an obsenre spot, 
unmarked by any monumental tablet. He 
consented, and orders were given for tbs 
monument. The site was chosen and the 
work well advanced, when for some unex­ 
plained reason the lady married another 
and the jilted man. to whom she was en 
gaged, on hearing the news, immediately 
ordered that all work on the monument 
be stopped, and stopped it was. 


PROTECTING TH EIR RACE. 
Prom inent H ebrew s to Join in the M ove­ 
m ent to Prevent Persecution. 
N ew Y ork, February 23d.—The unre­ 
lenting warfare against the Hebrew race in 
Russia, and the intermittent anti Semitic 
crusades in Germany and other countries, 
have led to proposals for a meeting of the 
prominent representative Hebrews, to 
which, it is understood, a few Americans of 
that race will also be invited, at Amster­ 
dam, or some other city of a small nation­ 
ality. during the coming summer. 
The principal measure to be discussed 
will be the raising of funds for the protec­ 
tion of their brethren from persecutions 
and invidious distinctions to which they 
are subjected in the majority of countries 
throughout the world. 
Baron Hirsch has promised to attend if 
such a Congress takes place. The appar­ 
ently implacable attitude of Russia towards 
the Hebrew has led to enormous losses 
among shopkeepers. 
The thirty lawyers just exiled from 
Odessa were among the most prominent of 
that commercial city, and by their depart­ 
ure more than one important transaction 
will be hindered, if not prevented alto­ 
gether, to the great loss of trade. 


DEAD AS JULIUS C/ESAK. 
Secretary W indom 's Silver B ill Thought 
to be K illed. 
New Y ork, February 23d.—“Secretary 
Windom's silver bill is as dead as Julias 
Ctesar,” said Henry M. Teller yesterday at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel. He continued: 
“There is not a majority in the Senate op­ 
posed to silver. There is not a single Sen­ 
ator who would to-day vote for the entire 
suspension of silver coinage. Some may 
oppose silver, bnt yon cannot find one who 
would stop its coinage. I think there is 
going to be an international agreement 
soon on the silver question. When that 
agreement is reached 1 believed that a uni­ 
versal standard will be adopted and silver 
elevated to the place where it belongs. Tbe 
universal standard, in my judgment, will 
be fifteen and one-half ounces to one ounce 
of gold.” 
"Then you think some action will soon 
be taken looking to the restoration of silver 
as a money standard?’’ 
“Yes, I do. The movement cannot be 
delayed much louger. The attempt to do 
away with silver as money is useless. 
Every ounce of silver produced is used. 
We cannot supply the demand, and yet 
there is an attempt to degrade such a metal. 
Gold certainly can’t sdpp!y;the demand, 
and the next thing to do is to take silver. 
Bimetallism is inevitable.” 


THE CHEROKEE STRIP. 
The C herokees D isposed to R esist the 
United States—Differing Views. 
L ittle Rock (Ark ), February 23d—Re 
ports from the Cherokee Nation are to the 
effect that the Cherokees are considering 


plans to legally resist the removal of the 
cattle from the Cherokee strip under Presi­ 
dent Harrison’s recent proclamation. The 
Cherokees claim the laud embraced in the 
strip, 0,000,000 acres, in fee simple. They 
claim that since 1883 they have been leasing 
it without molestation from the Govern­ 
ment, and that the United States has no more 
right now than they had several years ago 
to annul the lease to tbe cattle syndicate. 
Some of the lessees are reported to be op­ 
posed to carrying on a legal fight with the 
Government, and others are urging that re­ 
sistance be made. Chief Mayes is of the 
opinion that the Cherokee Nation should 
not yield without a struggle, inasmuch as 
such action would be construed as an ad­ 
mission that the Cherokee title to the strip 
was invalid. 
BLAINE AND F.AUNCEFOTE. 
It Is Said They H ave Settled the Behring 
Sea Controversy. 
Chicago, February 23d.—A Daily News 
Washington special asserts that Secretary 
Blaine and British Minister Paancefote 
have reached an amicable agreement on the 
Behring Sea controversy, and that the 
quistionof damages sustained by British 
vessels will be submitted to arbitration. 
The details of the agreement cannot be ob­ 
tained, but it is known that tbe United 
States will not under any circumstances 
permit foreigners to catch seals in the dis­ 
puted waters during the seasons when our 
citizens are prohibited from doing so. 
The dispatch adds that foreign powers 
nevar had been formally notified before 
that these waters are considered a closed 
sea and foreign fisheries had no nominal 
liberty to enter tbe waters from which they 
4 not been formally prohibited. Our 
’es. therefore, were illegal, and the 
conclusion is drawn that in the agreement 
Blaine concedes this fact, and Pauncefote 
oo'needes the right of the United States to 
prohibit poaching hereafter. Therefore the 
United States will pay what damages may 
be assessed by arbitration and England 
guarantees there shall be no more trespass­ 
ing. 
SUGAR TRUSTS. 
The Spreckels Fam ily W ill Continue to 
Fight Them . 
P h ilad elp h ia, February 23d. — Claus 
Spreckels, a son of C. A. Spreckels, said to­ 
day that a refinery wonld not be built at 
Bound Brook, but established at the pres­ 
ent refinery on the Delaware river, as that 
was the moat advantages site. Ten acres 
have been purchased in that locality and 
the boiler house is already built. It will 
aocommodate both refineries. 
Those establishments, with the one in 
San Francisco, aided by the refineries who 
have not joined the trust, will be able to 
supply all the sugar consumers need. 
Spreckels says tbe opponents of the trust 
will w íd; that the latter’a establishments 
are idle, and have to be supDorted by the 
few that are working; that the opposition 
will continue the fight as busineaJ de­ 
mands it. “ Father has made this mat­ 
ter the fight of his life, and we are agreed 
as to the continuation of that policy. 


ROBERT G. INGERSOLL. 
He Earnestly and Eloquently Defends 
the Use of Tobacco. 
New Y ork. February 22d.—At tbe ban­ 
quet wbich closed tbe fourth National Con­ 
vention of Cigar Manufacturers at Del- 
monico’a, last evening, Colonel Robert G. 
Ingersoll eloquently ixtolled the virtues of 
tobacco as follows: “Now, tbeD, it is a de­ 
light to speak on a subject everyone under­ 
stands. We all understand the divine 
plant. I have loved it all my life since I 
was ten years old. At that time a man 
named Wickoff. the greatest liar I ever 
met, gave me a chew of his cavendish pig­ 
tail. Strangely enongh, I liked it at once, 
and five minntes after my first taste I had 
a plug of my own. I use it now, and de­ 
fend its use ag8inst the moral advice of 
parsons and physicians. 
“Something in the human brain craves 
the leaf. If you want to awaken the mind 
of the savage, who has no clothes except 
climate, increase his wants. Give him a 
taste of tobacco and he will hunt for iron 
and dig for jewels and gold to get more of 
the plant. What would we do without it? 
Think of waiting for a train without tobac­ 
co. Thiok of crouching in a deadly rifle- 
pit without tobacco. What would those 
do who add value to life by spanning the 
woild with a rainbow of fancy without to­ 
bacco? AU use tobacco, and are better for 
it. Have the courage of your happiness 
and defend its use. 
“There is another point I want to make. 
Tobacco is a luxury. Let ns cheapen all 
luxnrirs. Labor pays all the taxes in the 
world. Then let labor reap some of the 
benefit. Give the workingman tobacco as 
cheap as possible. The idea is to let the 
poor devil work nowand smoke in the 
world to come. We want him to smoke 
now.” 
HARVARD MEN. 
An Old aud Pretty Custom R evived by a 
New York Club. 
New Y ork, February 23d.—Tbe Harvard 
Club of New York celebrated its twenty- 
fifth anniversary Friday night at the Hotel 
Brunswick. The event of the evening was 
the presentation to the club by its Presi­ 
dent, Francis 0. French, of a loving cup of 
solid silver. In offering the enp to his 
comrades, he alluded to the anniversary 
and said: 
“With your permission I will revive, 
npon this occasion, tbe ancient ceremony 
of passing the loving cap.” 
The cap is a massive one of solid silver, 
adorned with the insignia of Harvard Col­ 
lege and the name of Emanuel College, 
Cambridge, from which John Harvaid was 
graduated. 
The cup was filled to the brim with 
champagne and passed around the room 
amid the “ ’llah, ’rah” of the feasters, until 
every man had taken a draught. President 
Eiiot himself began the ceremony by tak­ 
ing a long sip from the cup. With coffee 
and cigars the speeches came. 
President Eliot said, smong other things, 
that the University had never had so pros­ 
perous a year as the last in all its history. 
President Seth Low of Columbia College 
was received with great enthusiasm, which 
grew positively uproarous when he said 
that the blue and white ol Columbia and 
tbe crimson of Harvard made the colors of 
the strongest Union on the globe. 


FOUL PLAY SUSPECTED. 
Fears Thai a W ealthy Man In M ontana 
H as Been M urdered. 
H elen a (Mont.), February 23d.—The 
continued absence of 0. C. Ricker, the 
utter failure of all attempts to trace him 
from Helena, and the chain of suspicions 
circumstances connected with his disap- 
Eearance, all serve to confirm tbe opinion 
eld by the family that he must have been 
the victim of foul play. There is no cause 
tor his absence and bis affairs are in good 
shape. He had been working at bis stone 
quarry, three or four miles east of town, all 
winter, and the day before he disappeared 
had been paid off for a contract he had 
with the Helena smelter to furnish lime­ 
stone for tbe works. It is known that he 
had between $200 and $300 on his person. 
Mr. Rinker, while working at the stone 
quarry, spent the nights in a lonely cabin 
on his land. It is possible that he went to 
his cabin and was followed by some 
one who knew that he had money with 
him and there murdered. The place lies 
in the foothills cn the old stage road to 
Montana City, and is unfrequented, so that 
even in broad daylight a man might be 
waylaid, robbed and made away with with­ 
out any one being the wiser. The hills in 
the vicinity are fnll of old shafts, drifts and 
prospect holes, the remains of mining op­ 
erations, where it wonld be an easy matter 
to secrete the body of a man. Searching 
parties are now out scouring the hills, and 
their return is anxiously awaited. Certain 
guarded hints have been thrown out by 
suspicious characters that such a fate over­ 
took Rinker, and it is not impossible that 
a few arrests may be made to-day orto mor­ 
row in connection with the case. 


INSANE WOMAN. 
Strange Freak of a Crazy W om an W ith 
an Infant. 
N ew Y ork, February 23d.—An insane 
woman in Newark Friday evening, con­ 
fined in a private house, escaped and 
caught up a one-year-old baby out of a 
cradle in the hallway and with it rushed 
to the roof, threatening to throw it over, 
and tossing it up in the air and catching it 
again while standing on the edge. She 
ran from roof to roof and a crowd gathered 


expecting every minute to see the child 
dashed to the ground. 
A man named Carson climbed after her 
and she tied. A desperate chase ensued, 
ending with the woman jumping twenty 
feet to a le sn iD g roof and dropping the 
child. The man made the jump, too. and 
grappled the woman. He caught the child 
and all roiled from the roof to the ground. 
The women bad a leg and an arm broken 
bnt the babe and the man were unhurt. 


DOM PEDRO. 
H e Renounce» A ll Claim to the Rrazilian 
Throne. 
N ew Y ork, February 23d.—A Washing­ 
ton special says: Charles R. Flint told a 
correspondent that he had just seen a Paris 
letter from a close friend of the deposed 
Emperor of Brazil stating positively that 
Dom Pedro will, when the Constitutional 
Convention meets at Rio de Janeiro in No­ 
vember next, notify that body of his desire 
to renounce all claim to title, and ask that 
he be permitted to return to his people as 
a private citizen and aid them in firmly es­ 
tablishing the republic. 
The letter expressed the opinion that as 
soon as the Convention receives Dom Pe­ 
dro's resignation an iron clad will be dis­ 
patched to Europe to bring Dom Pedro and 
his family back to their native land. Flint 
said: “I am thoroughly coovinced that 
this will be done.”______ 
Railroad to South Am erica. 
I Chicago, February 23d.—The Daily News 
of Washington claims that the Committee 
on Railways in the Pan-American Congress 
has made a report, which will be adopted, 
recommending the construction of an in­ 
ternational railroad to connect the railway 
systen of North America with that of the 
Argentine Republic, and declare their be­ 
lief that such an enterprise will do more to 
promote tbe peace and commercial pros­ 
pects of the American republics than any 
other possible means. 
The details are elaborated, the first of 
of which is to have an International Com­ 
mission of Engineers, with headquarters at 
Washington, to direct the topographical, 
geographical and raineralogical survey of a 
route from the City of Mexico south. 
President Harrison's administratation is 
said to be deeply interested in the project. 
A Sunday Prize Fight Near Vicksburg. 
Memphis, February 23J.—Joe Tausey of 
St. Louis and Jack Connors of Cincinnati 
fought a prize fight for $500, to a finish, 
Queensberry rules, this afternoon on an 
island about thirty miles above Vicksburg, 
Miss. The fighting was fast and furious in 
the first and second rounds, Connors landing 
heavily on Tausey’s body and Tausey pun­ 
ishing Connors about the face and neck. 
In the third round Tausey knocked Con­ 
nors out by a terrific right-hander in the 
jugular, and was declared the winner. A 
purse was made up for the loser, Tausey 
heading the list with a liberal sum. Con­ 
nors is not satisfied with the result and de­ 
sires a match with gloves, and Tausey wiil 
accommodate him. 
W altou Captured. 
K ansas C ity, February 23d.—Dispatches 
received here this morning state that Wal­ 
ton, who Btole $35,000 from the Pacific 
Express Company at Dallas, Texas, was 
captured in St.John, NewBrunswick. Only 
$7,000 was found on him. His offense is 
not extraditable. YValton had, according 
to the detectives’ stories, been traveling for 
some time with two gamblers, who, it is 
thought, relieved him of a large part of his 
ill-gotten wealth. One of them was ar­ 
rested at Montreal a couple of days ago 
with $3,000 in his possession. It was un­ 
derstood that Walton was preparing to go 
to Europe from Halitax, and that the 
gamblers were preparing to rob him before 
he took the steamer. 
Railroad Consolidation. 
W h eelin g (W. Va.), February 23d.— 
One of the most important moves which 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad has made 
for years is being quietly consummated in 
this State. It involves the consolidation of 
the entire system of roads built by ex-Sea- 
ator Camden with the Baltimore aud Ohio 
system. The terms are not known, but 
with the exception of the Ohio River road, 
the Baltimore and Ohio road obtains con­ 
trol of two North and South lines through 
the richest part of the State. All Central 
and Western West Virginia is covered by 
its lines. New Style of Vandalism . 
N ew port (Ky.), February 23d.—The Gov­ 
ernment Secret Service officers are here in­ 
vestigating a new style of vandalism. For 
some time unknown parties have been 
dropping lighted matcbes, lighted cigars 
and burning papers into mail boxea in vari­ 
ous parts ot ibe city, and many letters have 
been wholly or partially destroyed. Lately 
the vandals have varied their proceedings 
by putting tobacco juice and foul matter in 
the boxes. 
“The Negro Problem ." 
B altim ore, February 23d. — Cardinal 
Gibbons began to-day a course of Lenten 
sermons. Before beginning his sermon to­ 
day the Cardinal made an address to the 
congregation on behalf of the negro and 
Indian missions. “There are now,” said 
he, “seven million negroes in the United 
States, and the negro question has become 
a serious problem to the American people. 
The best solution of the problem, in my 
judgment, is found in Christianizing the 
negioea.” 
A Snbject for Judge Lynch. 
St. Alban3 (Vt.), February 23d.—Ru­ 
dolph Dubois this morning murdered his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Olymphe Thebeault, 
his wife Mary, and his two children, one 4 
years and the other 4 months old. He 
used an ax and literally hacked his victims 
to pieces. The only cause assigned for the 
butchery was a quarrel with the mother-in- 
law about the dinner. Tbe murderer es­ 
caped and is at large in the woods. 
Took H is Own Life. 
Syracuse (N. Y.), February 231.—John 
F. Browne, formerly Clerk of the Canadian 
Parliament, was found dead in his room at 
a hotel here to-day. Browne married a 
pretty and respectable girl, who was his 
mother’s maid. The mother discharged 
the girl and threatened to disinherit her 
son. Browne aeon quarreled with his wife, 
tore up her marriage certificate, came here 
and took poison. 
D eadly Lam p Explosion. 
N ew Y ork, February 23d.—By the ex­ 
plosion of a lamp in the cabin of the canal 
boat Chandler, early lhi3 morniDg, Dennis 
Daily, three years old, son of Captain Pat 
Daily, was burned to death. Captain Daily 
and his wife and two other children were 
so severely burned that they had to be 
taken to the hospital. 
A M urderer Sntcldes. 
Nf.w Y ork, February 23d. — Richard 
Barrett, who in January killed a man in 
Manchester, England, and escaped to this 
country and who was arrested last night, 
cut his throat íd bis cell and is dying, 
.larrett stole several hundred pounds from 
his victim. 
Suicided with a Pistol. 
P h ilad elp h ia, February 23d.—William 
Rnshton, Assistant Cashier of the Me­ 
chanics’ Bank, suicided with a pistol in a 
disreputable house while in a drunken 
frenzy. He was a trustee of tbe Jay Cooke 
estate and a man of good standing. 
A Sm all Loss. 
L ou isville. February 23d. — Andrew 
Lane and John Stringer engaged in a 
drunken brawl at Grays and killed each 
other. Lane was shot and 8 triD g e r’a jugu­ 
lar severed. Stringer had shot eight men. 


W holesale Infanticide. 
London, February 23d.—A terrible story 
of wholesale infanticide was revealed by 
firemen at work on the debris after the 
bnrning of a house at Warsaw. Beneath 
the floor the corpses of fourteen infants 
were found. Tbe establishment was pre­ 
sided over by ,a midwife, who, with her 
sister and two daughters, were arrested.

BURSTING DAMS. 
T errible Loss of Life by a Flood iu A ri­ 
zona—D etails. 
P rescott (A. T.), February 23d.—The 
water iu the Walnut Grove dam has burst 
it walls, and has swept with relentless rage 
over the country, and over forty human 
being are slid to have perished. Down 
the coarse of the river the ma3S of the rag­ 
ing water has swept its deady swarth, and 
the little town ot Wickenburg lies in its 
furious path. Telegraphic communication 
has been cut off. and the fate of the little 
place is still unknown. Following are 
some of those known to have perished; J. 
Haines, wife and tour children; H. Boone, 
Miss Boone, John Silby, Joseph Reynolds, 
Mrs. McCarthy, T. McMillan. 
The fine large storage dam was built 
across the Hassayampn river by tLe Walnut 
Grove Water Stoiage Company two years 
ago. at a cost of $300,000. 
At 2 o’clock this morning the great pres­ 
sure of the heavy tl iod forced the walls, 
and the water swept everything before it. 
The service dam of the company is lo­ 
cated fifteen miles below the reservoirs 
aud fifteen miles of flume was just nearing 
completion. It is estimated that the loss, 
including the enormous damage to prop­ 
erty, will reach $2 000,000. The company 
has spent $800,000 on the new flume and on 
the enterprise of storing water for hydraulic 
mining, and machinery had arrived and 
they expected to commence operations next 
week. 
The dam which held the waters back 
was 110 feet long at tbe base and 400 feet 
at the top, and was 110 feet thick at the 
base and ten feet at top, foinnng a lake 
three miles in leD gth ard three-fourth of a 
mile wide and 110 feet oeep. 
Lieuteraut Brudie. in charge of the 
works, was absent a: Phceiix superintend­ 
ing the shipment of machinery to the 
works, and was saved 
The town to night is in a state of the 
wildest excitement. Ti e ’errible doubt 
which surround* ti e catastrophe has made 
every one neariy m al w.tu anxiety. No 
details can be obtained as yet, and it is im­ 
possible to give even an estimate of the ul­ 
timate result of the terrible unwarned visi­ 
tation. 
LATER PARTICULARS. 
D enver, February 23d.—A Prescott spe­ 
cial to the Associated Press says ; A general 
feeling of excitement and suspense has pre­ 
vailed here to day over the news of the 
disaster at Walnut Grove received last 
night. The courier who brought the tele­ 
grams from the owners of the properly 
notifying them of their great less arrived 
about 8 o’clock last night. As he left im­ 
mediately after daylight, he could give but 
little particulars lurther than to report the 
number of missing. Five bodies had been 
recovered and identified wben he left. 
The distance to the storage dam from 
Prescott by the shortest route of travel is 
forty miles, while the service dam, where 
the employes Wrre located, was fifteen 
miles further down the stream. 
Immediately on receipt of the news 
Adjutant General O'Neill started to the 
scene of the disas’er with two surgeons to 
assist the wants of the scfferera and super­ 
intend the burial of ths dead 
A representative of the Journal, a min­ 
eral local paper, accompanied the party and 
will send r special courier with the partic­ 
ulars, bnt it will take twenty-four hours 
longer tc make tbe round trip. 
Yesterday’s courier came from the lower 
dam, aud as the road does not come by the 
upper dam, it can only be surmised that it 
had given away onacctnntof tbe immense 
quantity of water. 
A more hopeful feeling exists this even­ 
ing, on account of no news being received 
direct that the upper dam and reservoir is 
still intact, and that the flood was caused 
by the opening of the gates to relieve it 
from threatening danger. 
L ater—Garther Allen, formerly int-=r- 
eued in the enterprise, and John McDon­ 
ald, an owner in the Blue Dick mine, have 
jnst returned from the Doesoris divide, 
fourteen miles south of town, from where 
a view of the dam could be had, and report 
that it has gone without a doubt. 
The wash water-way could be plainly 
seen with their powerful glasses high 
upon tbe side of the cliff, while the break 
in the stone work of the dam was also 
plainly seen. 
Tbe break in the dam sloped to the east­ 
ward, leaving the impression that tbe main 
break was or. the east side. 
There can be no estimate yet of the loss 
of life and property, but tbe latter reaches 
into the millions. The loss of life without 
doubt wiil be great, as many families were 
living near the stream in the narrow can­ 
yons. 
The confirmation of the news of the loss 
by the big dam has hiafctened the excite­ 
ment. and more definite new9 is now 
anxiously awaited. 
NEW YORKERS ANXIOUS. 
New Y obk, Febrnary 23d.—The President 
of the Walnut Grove Storage Company is 
Martin 8. Vaubnren of this city. He went 
to Prescott in November with his daughter 
Nellie and her cousin, Mary Hanlon. He 
intended to inspect the darn. Hia friends 
could not hear from him by telegraph to­ 
day aud are anxious for bi3 safety and that 
of the ladies.

Donnelly, who fell from the train into 
Sutter creek on Thursday, was recovered 
this afternoon abont a mile below tbe 
bridge. Both coats were off and ooe leg 
and foot broken, and be was somewhat 
bruised about the head. Tbe body was 
rolling when fonnd. An inquest will be 
held as soon as the Coroner arrives.

They have been figuring on 
the losses sustained by the S mthern Pacific 
Company so far this winter, and the ac­ 
count is so large that even if the company 
earns in round numbers this year the large 
sum of $35,000,000, the tame as it has done 
in the past two jeers, there will be au 
actual deficit of almost a round million. 
In one way or another the company has 
lost up to date $1,090,000 Of this amount

The traffic that has been diverted from 
the Central Pacific amounts to $250000. 
The loss of traffic on the Oregon line 
amounts to $100,000. The local traffic for 
December, Januaiv and February is now 
$100,000 behind what it was for the same 
period last year. The damage sustained by 
the Los Angelps lice aggregates $-550.000. of 
which $500,000 is being paid uu; for the 
construction of a new roadbed for a dis­ 
tance of twenty miles in the Soledad can­ 
yon.From present indications it seems almost 
certain that the Oregon line will remain, 
closed until April 1st, entailing an addi­ 
tional loss of $50.000 in traffic and $30.000 
for extra labor, wbich will swell the total 
less up to;$l 690,000. 
ALL AROUND THE WORLD. 
Now that the epidemic has nearly run 
its course in New York City it isestimated 
that there have been 200,000 cases, which 
means that one-eighth of the population 
was attacked by the scourge. 
China, with a population in the vicinity 
of 380,000,000, has only three newspapers 
at present. Considering th3t an editor’s 
head is chopped off on the slightest provo­ 
cation, the wonder ia that there are even 
three. 
The French soldiers have been an army 
of tea drinker during the prevalence of la 
grippe. Whenever ia grippe made its ap­ 
pearance in a regiment all the solders who 
remained free from the epidemic were 
given between meals hot tea with sugar. 
Mme. Le Roy, mother of the Due d’Ali- 
rantes, of France, is one of the most in­ 
trepid explorers of the day. She has been 
several months in the East, and suffered 
much privation while visiting Babylon and 
Nineveh and crossing the Persian de-erts 
on her way to India. 
For a fish well able to get his work in 
commend us to the shark every time. In 
Berlin the other day Professor Wicker- 
tham, while dissecting a a shark, found in 
its stomach a dopbin weighing 128 pounds, 
forty-three lish, a decomposed seal, a 
human arm and four human legs.

New Jersey has a school fund of $4,000,-

ness. Meantime it is piling up every year, 
and the Commissioners are at their wits’ 
end to find an investment for it.

The discovery of phosphate deposits in 
Florida is a matter of great importance to 
Southern farmers, who use large and in­ 
creasing quantities of this fertilizer. Com­ 
bined with cotton meal, it makes an ad­ 
mirable fertilizer for both corn and cotton. 
It is easily transported and economically 
applied. It is now making the light, 
sandy lands of South Alabama yield pay­ 
ing crops. It has revolutionized farming 
alloverthe South. ThnsfarSouth Carolina 
ha? furnished the bulk of the phosphates, 
producing last year 000,000 tons. The 
Florida article is said to be superior to 
that of South Carolina, and, as the in­ 
creasing supply must lead to lower cost, it 
will lead to a more rapid development of 
agriculture in tbe Southern State3 than has 
ever before been known.

THE PARISIAN 


Max Nordan, 
■writer on social and economic topics, has 
brought about his ears a great deal of 
sharp criticism because of his recent ex­ 
pressions upon the Parisian woman. Nor- 
dau is so ungallant as to say that the aver­ 
age Parisienne is wholly unnatural, that 
there is nothing about her that is no! 
marred by artificiality; in language, car­ 
riage, manners, ideas, she is the creature of 
formality and devoid of naturalness. H e 
adds that by the time the Paris girl is 
fourteen she is versed in all the arts and 
devices of the boudoir, and her girlhood 
is ended. 
A bsolnte sim plicity, by w hich I m ean th at 
stage of developm ent th a t m ight be called m oral 
Bexlessness, w hen th e little girl has identically 
th e sam e ideas a n d point of view as th e boy of 
th e sam e age, Is never to be seen in the Paris 
girl. T he m om ent h e r little intelligence begins 
to daw n she ceases to be an unconscious child 
a n d becom es a little w om an, realizing h er sepa- 
ate position an d h e r antagonism to th e otner 
sex. She tyrannizes over h er brother and even 
allow s h er p ap a to feel th e w eight of h er power. 
H er m anners tow ard m ale visitors are m arked 
b y a com ically dignified reserve, an d she treats 
th e little boys w ho com e to play w ith h e r occa­ 
sionally w ith a hau g h ty condescension th a t pre 
elu d es every id ea of intim acy. 
H e adds that her education is narrow 
and superficial, and her physical develop­ 
ment so cribbed that she is bloodless, del­ 
icate in health and subject to startling 
changes of mood, and vacillates between 
impulses and passion. Of domestic econ­ 
omy she has no real information, and she 
enters upon marriage with the least possi­ 
ble knowledge of the duties that should be 
the delight of the housewife. Of course 
he is speaking of the upper class, so-called, 
the “charmers,” the beauties and the 
daughters of affluence, leisure and fashion, 
and those others who endeavor to imitate 
them . Of the middle class he has to say 
that they are noted for their industry, 
their vigor, love of home and maternity 
and their business tact. 
The value of M. Nordau’s comments to 
us are found in the attention they may 
lead us to give to a very large class of our 
women. That a considerable per cent, of 
American girls are being brought up to 
. purposeless lives, and unprepared for the 
duties of the home, all will admit. Each 
year appears to increase the number of our 
pampered and valueless class of women- 
We have this, however, with which to 
console ourselves, that the social customs 
here do not constrain women of any class 
to such seclusion, 6uch privacy, such help­ 
lessness as fashionable life and the cus­ 
toms of her country decree for the woman 
of Paris. The perfect freedom with which 
our women may move about unattended in 
street, park and on routes of travel, goes a 
long way to make her self-helpful and to 
give her truer ideas of life and its responsi­ 
bilities. 
We have not here the “grand 
dames” either, to rule with the severity of 
slave-drivers ever the growing girl. The 
conventional life is not much sought by 
parents in America for their daughters, 
and woman here enjoys a girlhood to a 
later date than the less-favored Parisienne. 
Nevertheless, the fashionable tendency in 
America is to unfit our women for the du­ 
ties that are incumbent upon home-build- 
ers, and the criticisms of M. Nordau may 
awaken some inquiry, wtth good results, as 
to the drift of fashionable life and the 
aping of Parisian systems in America. 


POSTAL SUGGESTIONS. 


The Postmaster-General has asked the 
press to suggest to him any improvements 
in the postal regulations of the country 
th at it may believe to be of special value. 
The R e c o r d - U n i o n has already called the 
ttention of General Wanamaker to the 
need of arranging for the sale of official 
amps outside of the Postoffices, and has 
shown how much the community is incom­ 
moded by the failure of the department to 
appoint stamp stations. 
But no action has 
been taken as yet. 
It is perfectly clear 
that the Postoffice authorities could author­ 
ize stationers, for instance, and hotels to 
sell stamps, and could supply them with, 
sav, fifty dollars’ worth at a time upon 
bond filed, or at a small discount for cash, 
or under some regulation that would jus­ 
tify the shop-keeper in dealing in stamps, 
and in keeping a varied assortment for the 
convenience of the public. Perhaps the 
inducement would be sufficient if the deal­ 
ers were authorized to announce them­ 
selves as officially authorized, and the 
number of such stands was limited or the 
distance between them specified. At any rate, 
the people are now compelled to travel to 
the Postoffices at hours that must be taken 
from their wage-earning time in order to 
procure stamps, or else are forced to pay 
street peddlers, some of whom keep them 
on hand, about double prices. 
If it hap­ 
pens that one needs a stamp late at night 
in a city, he finds it next to impossible to 
procure one, since the Postoffices are closed 
and few of the shops keep them. 
Another evil to which our attention has 
been more recently called, is the indiffer­ 
ent manner in which many letters are 
postmarked. 
In very many cases it is of 
first in importance to know when a letter 
was deposited in the office of dispatch, j 
The theory of the regulations of the d e -. 
partm ent is that the very hour of the dis 
patch of the letter 
the postmark. 
As a 
number of letters pas3 through the mails 


so badly postmarked that it is impossible 
to ascertain from the mark whence the let­ 
ter cviae or the date of its mailing. An 
ins'.ance of this is before us now in which 
not over six letters out of more than 
twenty that should appear are decipher­ 
able. It is one of those instances in 
which it is of prime importance to have 
the testimony of the postmark as to the 
date and place of mailing. 
We assume that the faintness of the 
mark is due to the fact that the letter was 
at the bottom of the pile as the mailing 
clerk stamped a number, and that this last 
one had no cushion, or sufficient pad 
beneath it, to receive the blow of the type 
and insure the taking of the letters. 
But 
inventive genius ought to be equal to the 
task of evolving some means of postmark­ 
ing clearly and uniformly with success. 
The postmarks might well be larger for 
one th in g ; while more difficult to handle 
the mark would be more easily deciphered. 
W hy the size of the stamp was reduced 
some years ago we are not informed, but 
we well remember that the large one gave 
uniformly better results than those now in 
use, so far as legibility was concerned. At 
any rate some reform in the matter is pos­ 
sible and should be realized by the depart­ 
ment.

C a n a d a has a champion skater in 
whom it takes great pride, and who is 
pitted against all the world for any sum of 
money any one may name in prize skating 
contests. 
Recently this young man went 
to Russia to skate against the champions 
of that country. 
But it happens that 
while he is a Canadian born, a good man, 
one never engaged in politics or brawls, 
and who Í3 peaceable and law-abiding at 
all times, that he is a Jew. So soon as he 
landed in Russia he was therefore pounced 
upon and subjected to arrest, search, im­ 
prisonment and a great variety of indigni­ 
ties. His offense was his birth heritage, 
i The people of Canada telegraphed to the 
Home Government to look after the 
rights of their fellow subject, and the 
Crown’s Cabinet instructed the British 
Minister at St. Petersburg to intervene in 
behalf of the skater as a British subject, 
and to demand information why he had 
been treated in a manner more befitting a 
thief than a simple inoffensive Canadian 
champion skater. 
After an endless unroll­ 
ing of red tape and some blustering and 
threatening, the Minister was able to 
secure Rubenstein from further annoyance, 
and he delivered his challenges to the 
Russian athletes and skaters. They were 
accepted, and the despised Canadian Jew 
proceeded to carry ofl all the purses and 
other prizes from the Muscovite experts 
and to win the admiration of all St. Peters­ 
burg for his skill. 
Russia is a lovely 
country in which to travel; it is inviting! 
indeed, to the man whose religious predi- 
lictions do not happen to meet the ap­ 
proval of the tyrannous laws and suspicious 
police of the empire. The truth is, that 
civil liberty as we understand it is un­ 
known among Russians; race and political 
prejudice as we know it is nothing com­ 
pared to their vindictive character in 
Russia. The whole system of the Russian 
Government is intolerant, and is steadily 
winning the detestation of the civilized 
world. 


‘‘ BACKWOODS BELLES.” 


T h e informal investigation into the 
mysterious frauds, or to put it mildly, the 
peculiar mistakes in transcripts on appeal 
from the Police Courts to the Superior 
Court of San Francisco, reveals the out­ 
rages as of greater extent than heretofore 
supposed. The police magistrate, from 
whose Court the defective statement went 
up, having declared that the testimony in 
his court was ample to convict the de­ 
fendant, the appellate Judge now produces 
the transcript and compels the Court be­ 
low to confess that the very testimony 
upon which a conviction was based was not 
certified to the appellate Court; moreover 
the defendant was not convicted in the 
lower Court of the offense with which he 
was charged in the complaint, but of a 
distinctly different crime, one provided for 
in the law. Not content with this, the 
upper Court now asserts that very few cases 
come up properly certified and that exam­ 
ination will show that a large part of the 
transcripts on appeal from Police Courts 
are either tampered with, or are corruptly 
made up In the first instance. 
The 
matter is one of signal importance and 
ought to be rooted out from the Ixittom 
and thoroughly ventilated in the Courts, 
and the men brought to light who falsify 
Court records in order to secure the re­ 
lease of convicted criminals. 


T i l e S. F. Bulletin and the Alta are in 
hot dispute over the question, has that city 
shown by her public improvements the 
progress that is commensurate with her 
age and wealth? The Alta maintains the 
negative. We incline to hold with it. As 
a matter of fact, no city of the wealth, low 
taxation and prosperous population of the 
California metropolis, can be excused on 
three counts; for 
such poorly paved 
streets, such indifferent sewerage, such 
dusty and filth-ladened highways. We 
think, in all fairness, that in these res­ 
pects that city is behind the Capital City. 
W ith all her discouragements, her higher 
rate of taxation, her smaller wealth per 
capita, her 
disadvantage—compared to 
San Francisco as a chief port of the nation 
-as an interior city, Sacramento has 
relatively expended more for the comfort of 
the community than San Francisco. We 
at least put down the dust, we clean the 
highways so that the droppings of the 
street do not blow into every face with 
strong winds, and we give more care to 
street driveways and walks than the me­ 
tropolis—and this, despite the effects of 
winter. 


D e l e g a t e E s t e e , of the Pan-American 
Congress, is home from the session for a 
few days. Ilis report of the work of the 
Congress, thus far accomplished, is very 
encouraging. All the committees are now 
about ready to report, and the considera­ 
tion of these reports will consume about a 
month more of time. 
Perhaps one of the 
most important recommendations to be 
made is that the South American Govern­ 
ment should subsidize lines of mail steam­ 
ers between their chief ports and two or 
three or more ports of the United States. 
Another important report will relate to 
uniformity of postal regulations, and still 
another to the coinage of a silver dollar of 
uniform value in American States for cir­ 
culation. 
Delegate Estee looks upon the 
Congress as a body of exceeding ability; 
one that, in point of statesmanship and 
business character, is likely to go down 
in history as one of the greatest of Amer­ 
ican convocations.

T h e W ork A cco m p lish e d by th e C on gress 
So F ar. 
IS. F. Chronicle. February 2itd ] 
M. M. Estee, the Pacific coast delegate 
to the Pan-Am erican CongrtBS, arrived 
here last night. 
H e is on a flying trip 
hom e while the reports of the various Pan- 
American committees are being printed in 
Spanish and Eugtish for tbe consideration 
of the congress. H e will bs here but two 
or three days. 
Mr. Estee was very tired last night, hav­ 
ing been a week on the road. 
He received 
a Chronicle reporter, however, and gave a 
harried resam e of the work which be 
deemed most im portant. H e says there are 
seventeen committees, whose reports will 
all be ready for consideration in about one 
week. 
One of the committees, that on 
weights and measures, has completed its 
work. One of the reports which is of most 
importance to the people here is that of the 
Committee on the Commerce of the Pacific. 
Mr. Estee is a m em ber of this committee, 
and made the report as member of a sub­ 
committee, having been appointed by the 
Chairman for that purpose. No Americans 
are Cnairmen of committees. 
Mr. Estee 
also prepared the report on silver, he being 
on that committee, and, as will be rem em ­ 
bered, recommended a standard dollar for 
circulation In all the Pan-American coun­ 
tries. H e says that the attitude of the 
American delegates towards bis recom­ 
m endation seems 
to 
be misunderstood 
here. H e says they are not opposed to it 
as a delegation. 
Some who have not 
thought m uch about it were opposed to it, 
but there are good reasous he thinks, for 
the adoption of the report. This commit­ 
tee, he says, is in favor of it, and It voices 
tbe sentim ent of a large majority. 
The report of the Committee on Postage 
Dues is also, Mr. Estee says, of much inter­ 
est, and he thinks its recommendations are 
em inently wise. 
H e says the committee 
had, in considering the question of dues, 
to gauge them so that they would equably 
apply to over forty different ports in eigh­ 
teen countries. 
Other committees to report will be those 
on General Welfare, Commerce on the 
Atlantic and of the Gulf of Mexico and tbe 
Caribbean Sea, Railways, Trade Relations, 
Arbitration, Sanitary and Quarantine, and 
Banking and Exchange. If tbe Pan-Ameri­ 
can Congress adopts these reports when 
submitted, as it is expected the great m a­ 
jority will be, there will be an accompany­ 
ing recommendation for adoption by each 
Government. 
Mr. Estee says he is certain that every 
one of tbe committeemen on commerce 
will recommend tbeir respective Govern­ 
ments to subsidize lines of steamers plying 
between ports of the U nited State», Mexico 
and those of Central and South America. 
Mr. Estee regards the member» of the 
Pan-American Congress as probably the 
moat distinguished body of men who ever 
assembled in W ashington. H e says that 
of tbe various foreign nations represented 
twelve are by men who are now or have 
been M inisters to tbe United States or En­ 
gland. 
Two foreign nations are repre­ 
sented by ex-Presidents, like General Ca- 
mento, who was three times ex-President 
of Equador, and who, Mr. Estee sayB, is 
recognized as a very able m an. All bat 
three of the thirty-eight foreign represent­ 
atives speak English. 
He says that the members of the Con­ 
gress wanted to visit California, but when 
they wanted to do so heavy rains and 
blockades were occurring here, and they 
could not come. 
It is doubtful if they 
will come as a body to the Pacific coast. 
He thinks the Convention will be in ses­ 
sion about four weeks longer, when all the 
reports will have been considered. 
Mr. Estee will reach W ashington again 
by the tim e the reports are before the Con­ 
gress from the printing office. He thinks 
great good will result from the Congress.

STATE BOARD OF TRADE. 


I t R e d u c e s th e M on th ly D u e s fo r C ounty 
B o a rd s, 
The recent reorganization of the Siate 
Board of Trade is a good thing for im m i­ 
gration work. T hat institution has al­ 
ready done well in this direction and now 
some changes suggested by experience put 
it in better shape for future effort. As a 
corporation it has greater rights and its 
officers will feel m ore power. There are 
lessons of three years’ experience to guide 
them in im m igration work. It has been 
decided to lower the affiliation fee from $25 
to $15 m onthly, and this change, it is ex­ 
pected, will bring more local Boards of 
Trade into line. 
Notices are soon to be sent to all county 
Supervisors, rem inding them that some of 
the $1,000 im m igration fund, given each 
county, may properly be used in defraying 
the affiliation expenses of the County 
Board of Trade. 
There are now only 
twenty-three affiliated bodies in the State 
Board and it is hoped soon to double that 
number. 
A t its laBt m eeting the Im provem ent 
Association of this city and county dis­ 
cussed the propriety of discontinuing its 
m onthly paym ents of $25 lo the State 
Board of Trade, but under this Dew rule it 
may conclude to retain its mem bership.

A re Y o u n g sters R a ced T oo B a rd ? 
“ Racing reform” is arousing the attention 
of the writers in England, and not a few of 
them , says the New Y ork Spirit o f the Times, 
are clam oring for less two-year-old races, 
and less sprinting among the races for older 
horses. A w riter in the London Times re­ 
cently hurled his thunderbolt at the abuses 
to which gate-money meetings were carry­ 
ing the sport. 
He takes th6 ground that 
the two-year-old racing needs the paternal 
hand of the jockey club. 
H e thinks two- 
years old should not be run more than five 
or six times each seasoD, and even then not 
u ntil the back end. 
H e would also abolish 
th at class of races known as “Nurseries,” 
and thinks that no two-years-old should be 
allowed to start before May at least. 
In 
this he is moderate, as two-year-olds in 
Francqfoj^iiot started until August, and as 
the Frenen horses have m aderather a name 
for themselves as stayers, as well as for 
their soundness, it certainly seems as if it 
was inadvisable toracelwo-years-old much 
in the earlier m onths of the year. 
If the English think they are racing two- 
year-olds too severely, w hat should we 
th in k on this side of the ocean. By com­ 
parison it will be found that the leading 
Am erican two-year-olds start in double the 
num ber of races that the best of Euglish 
two-year-olds do. 
Last season the best

were not overtaxed, E l Rio Rey starting 7 
times, St. Carlo G. 
But w hat of the others? 
Gregory started 19 
times, Reclare, 17;

AN OLD-TIMER. 


CITY 
ELECTION 


J a m e s Ivey, th e A n cien t C rim inal, A gain 
in th e H an d s o f th e L aw . 
About two weeks ago E lliott’s notion 
store at Stockton was entered by a burglar 
or burglars and a quantity of revolvers, 
cutlery, watches, jewelry, postage stamps, 
and other articles were taken. 
Sheriff Cunningham 
suspected Jam es 
Ivey, a notorious all-round crook, had 
som ething to do with the m atter, as Ivey 
had been hanging around the town for 
some tim e evidently locking fo ra “job.” 
W hen the Sheriff looked about for his man 
he was astonished to find that Ivey had 
fled. Telegrams were immediately sent to 
various places, including Sacramento, call­ 
ing upon the police to arrest Ivey on sight. 
The local police were, in accordance with 
the Stockton Sheriff's telegram, instructed 
by Chief Lee to keep their eyes open, as it 
was thought likely that Ivey would m ake 
for Sacramento. 
Sergeant Rowland ran into Ivey on Sec­ 
ond and K streets as the latter was going 
into a restaurant. The Sergeant, not over 
confident of his ability to handle ibe sliD- 
pery ex-convict alone, hurried over to the 
police station, and, securing the assistance 
of another officer, went back to the restau­ 
rant and placed Ivey under arrest. 
Sheriff Cunningham was informed by 
telegraph, and he came np from Stockton 
la E t evening and took charge of the pris­ 
oner. 
Ivey 9tontly denied all knowledge of the 
burglary, aud says he can prove an alibi. 
Some plated jew elry was found on hi9 per­ 
son, which it is beiieved is some of the 
stolen property. The prisoner also had a 
a set of burglars’ tools with him when ar­ 
rested. 
“ Old J i m ” Ivey is one of the oldest 
crim inals in the State, snd has served more 
than half of his life in jail. H e is now 
sixty years of age, and though he appears 
to be a harmless, decrepid old m an. the 
police consider hici a most dangerous evil­ 
doer. 
He has served nearly twenty years 
m the peaitentiaries of this State alone. 
H e has seldom ventured off the Pacific 
cjasr, however, and has spent m uch of 
his lime, when 
he was not in jail, 
in and about Stockton. 
W hen police 
officer Scott was m urdered in this city, 
something like ten years ago, Ivey sub­ 
sequently became associated with two of 
the m urderers, and being old friends— 
having "done tim e” together in prison— 
they told him of the m urderer. The police 
learned of Ivey’s knowledge of the affair, 
and induced him to divulge the identity 
and whereabouts of the m urderers. It was 
in this way that they were caught. 


THE COLD SNAP.

W liat H e Saw F ro m H is T ow er. 
The Signal Service records show a heavy 
frost yesterday morning, w ith a m inim um 
tem perature of 32°, a cloudless sky aud a 
chilly atmosphere. 
The barometer at 5 a . m . yesterday stood 
at 30.20 inches, and at 5 p. m . 30 07 inches, 
showing a fall of .13 of an inch in twelve 
hours. 
The Coast Range was a beautiful sight 
yesterday from an elevated perch, for it 
was covered to a greater depth w ith snow 
than the writer has seen in a residence of 
nine years in this city. 
Even M ount 
Diablo was robed in white, while its sum ­ 
m it was clothed in clouds, and the snow on 
the Sierra Nevada is thick as viewed from 
this city through powerful field glasses, 
and encroaches upon the lower foothills all 
along the line of vision. 
The tem perature at 5 a. m. and 5 p. m. 
was 32° and 47°, and the dew-point 29° 
and 34°, while the highest and lowest 
tem perature was 48° and 32°. 
The highest and lowest tem perature one 
year ago yesterday was 55° and 40°, and 
oue year ago to-day 57° and 48°, showing 
that the present m onth, at this date, is 
colder than the same m onth on the same 
dates last year. 
It is to be hoped the heavy frost yester­ 
day m orning will not be felt to any great 
extent by the fruit-growers.

-A L ively C ontest E x p ected —R e­ 
view o f th e S itu atio n . 


As the time fcr holding the election for 
city officers draws near interest in local 
politics awakens and there is more or less 
talk on all sides as to the probable candi­ 
dates. In strictly political circles, however, 
still greater interest centers in the question 
as to who shall control the Republican City 
Central Committee, and it is understood 
that the real fight in the coming primary 
will be upon that proposition. 
It is generally conceded that Mayor 
Eugene J. Gregory will be nominated by 
the Republican Convention to succeed him­ 
self, and if this is done the Democrats will 
have a hard time in finding anyone willing 
to ran against him. It is admitted on all 
sides that he has made an honest and 
efficient Mayor, that his public aud private 
record is first-class, and that the city’s in­ 
terests can be safely trnated in his hands 
for another term. Several gentlemen have 
been 
named 
os 
probable 
candidates 
on 
the 
Democratic 
ticket, 
but 
all 
of 
them have 
announced 
that they 
will not ran. B. U. Steinman and W. 
F . Knox are still understood to be candi­ 
dates for the Republican nomination tor 
Mayor, and each is said to have some 
strength. Mr. Steinman not only has many 
warm personal friends, but he is a first- 
class business man, has many qualifications 
for the office, and if he had any other man 
than Gregory running against him would 
stand a good chance for the nomination. 
Mr. Knox is also a competent man and has 
the confidence of the community, but the 
present Mayor is unquestionably the choice 
of the people this year. 
Considerable interest is now being man­ 
ifested in the nomination for Chief of Po­ 
lice. Until within the past few days it has 
been generally conceded that E. M. Stevens 
was likely to have a walk-over, but it now 
looks as though Edward Short would give 
him a very hard fight, and a great many 
are of the opinion that he will win the day. 
At all events he has some good politicians 
working in his interest, and they are likely 
to make themselves felt in the Convention. 
For City Attorney, ex-Jnstice of the 
Peace Charles N. Post, ex-City Attorney E. 
C. Hart and T. W. Humphreys are spoken 
of. Mr. Post made a good record as Justice 
of 
the Peace, and 
has many stanch 
friends. Mr. Hart is exceedingly popular. 
He made a first-class City Attorney, and 
served the people faithfully aud well a9 a 
member of the Assemoly during the last 
seseion of the Legislature. Mr. Hum ph­ 
reys was lately admitted to the bar, and is 
not so well known in the community as 
the other gentlemen, though he is 9uid to 
be a bright young lawyer. The fight will 
undoubtedly be between Messrs. Hart and 
Post, the odds probably being a little in 
favor of the former. 
It is stated that J. J. McKinnon, a me­ 
chanic at the railroad shops, is likely to be 
a prominent candidate for Fire Commission­ 
er. John Skelton is also named for the 
same office. Mr. H. Howard is also in the 
field. 
Apparently the only Democrat who feels 
like running for office this year is police 
officer E. Franks, who wants the Demo­ 
cratic nomination for Chief of Police. He 
will probably get it.

NOT SUSPENDED HERE. 


T he L en ten R eg u latio n s o f th e C atholic 
C h u rch A re in F o rce. 
A St. Louis dispatch to the Associated 
Press, published yesterday, stated that a 
prom inent Catholic journal o f that city 
had on Friday pnblished a letter from 
its Rome correspondent in which he says 
the Congregation Universal of the Inquisi­ 
tion issues a decree signed by Cardinal 
Monaco and pnblished in the official organ 
of the Vatican, abolishing the Lenten fast 
and abstinence this year. 
The letter went on to state that the de­ 
cree was to embrace the whole world, 
wherever the ordinaries shall judge the 
dispensation necessary. 
The reason for 
setting aside the Lenfen obligation, it is 
claimed, is the prevailing influenza which 
is m aking such ravages in all parts of 
Europe and also in the United States. 
Rev. Father Grace, pastor of this parish 
was asked yesterday whether the clergy­ 
men here had received any official informa 
tion on the subject, and if not, whether it 
was likely that any such decree had been 
issued. 
H e replied that no instructions had been 
received setting aside the Lenten fast here, 
nor was there likely to be, under the cir­ 
cumstances. 
The Lenten regulations themselveB make 
provision for dispensations under certain 
conditions, such as illness, delicacy ot con­ 
stitution, etc. 
Hence it would 
hardly 
seem necessary for a decree suspending the 
regulations, at least on this continent.

W ashington, February 23d.—A subject 
o f param ount interest to com e before Con­ 
gress this week is the selection in the 
H ouse of a site for the W orld’s Fair. 
B al­ 
lotin g begins to-m orrow ; as no city ex ­ 
pects to secure a m ajority on the first bal­ 
lot, it cannot be predicted w hen yoting 
w ill end. 
T he special order in the H ouse ailots but 
one day lor balloting and according to the 
procedure arranged by tbe com m ittee in 
its report on the bills, each m em ber is to 
indicate b is choice as bis nam e is called. 
T h is is necessarily a slow proceeding, and 
not m any roll calls can be had during the 
lim ited tim e fixed. 
B u t the managers of the fair bills are 
prepared for itns em ergency, and w ill avail 
them selves of parliam entary devices, taking 
a recess at the close of the day, instead of 
allow ing the H ouse to adjourn, tbe effect 
of which w ill be to carry the legislative day 
ot M onday elon g until tbe site is selected. 
After this has been done, the H ouse w ill 
again turn its attention to the considera­ 
tion of the contested election cases. 


JU ST U K F O R K T H E B A T T L E . 


C h ica g o C la im s to b e S lig h tly in th e

W ashington, February 23d.—The eve of 
th e grand race for the W orld’s Fair has 
been used by the friends of the four con­ 
testants in getting in to the best possible 
condition for an opinion to-morrow, and 
they are arranging plans and counter-plans 
w ith w hich to reach every advantage, how ­ 
ever sm all, that m ay present itself.

It is on all bands conceded that Chicago 
w ill spring im m ediately to the front and 
capture the first heat, but there is a wide 
divergence of opinion as to how m any heats 
it w ill require tor any one o f the rivals to 
distance its com petitors. 
Indeed, there is 
considerable speculation as to whether any 
fair at all w ill be held. 
T he opposition to 
holding a fair is gaining ground, and m any 
predict a formidable array of members w ill 
be found opposed to any fair at all, unless 
this question is settled before the site is 
chosen.

ures o f this class. 
The O klahom a tow nship bill w ill be up 
daily during the m orning hour until dis­ 
posed of, which it is hoped w ill be before 
the end of the week. 
Evarts has again given notice that he 
w ill call up his resolution “ declaring that 
it is com petent for the Senate to elect a 
President pro tem ., w ho sh all hold office 
during the pleasure of tbe Senate.”

w ill doubtless provoke a discussion of the 
constitutional power. 
T he resolution was 
approved by a caucus of Republican Sena­ 
tors last year, but it was seriously com ­ 
bated there by a large m inority.

T ne report from Leavenworth m ilitary 
prison shows that of 550 prisoners there 
423 are serving their tim e for desertion. 
The Secretary has not yet decided to what 
date the am nesty shall be extended. 
It is 
not improbable that all deserters prior to 
December 31,1889, w ill be pardoned.

PRESIDENT CARNOT’S DEFIANCE. 


T h e S o ciety o f th e H u b is B a d ly T a k en 
lu b y a T ram p . 
B oston, February 22J.—Another o f es­ 
thetic Boston’s idols is shattered. 
For sev­ 
eral m onths has Count Roman Ivanovitch 
de Lippm ann Zulof fluttered and grown fat 
in the sunshine of Boston’s sweetest so­ 
ciety. yet all the w hile insinuatingly com ­ 
pelling the m ale m embers thereof to put 
forth cold, hard Am erican dollars. 
It is quite certain that the Count cam e to 
Am erica bent on two things : to marry an 
American heiress and m ake others pay his 
expenses before he captured her. 
T he Am erican heiress is still free, a l­ 
though there are several fem inine hearts 
w hich quickened when at first the fascinat­ 
ing little Connt flitted into the social world 
in Beantown. 
The Count is oniv 23 years old, and his 
w eight is only about 1Ó0 pounds. 
W hat 
with bis stature, dark eyes, hair, com plex­ 
ion and the general look of a foreigner, 
Zulof is a striking figure anywhere. 
H is 
face is cleanly cut and bears the evidences 
of fine breeding. 
H e has published a book 
and was writing another. 
About the tim e 
George K ennan came to town to lecture 
Zulof, alias Lippm ann, began to talk more 
than ever about Russia. 
Like K ennan, he 
had been in Siberia. 
H e spent six years 
there, he said, bat whether as apolitical 
prisoner or as a crim inal cannot now be 
found out. 
Everything referred to regard­ 
ing the Siberian horror by K enuan was 
“seen” and gone one better by tbe plaus­ 
ible little Russian. 
H e alw ays had a lit­ 
tle story in advance of any said or printed 
about "the Czar’s kingdom . 
H e said K en­ 
nan had not told half the horribly story, 
and the wom en vowed he was a perfect 
little wonder. 
H e would talk love to the 
wom en and nihilism to the m en. 
H e be­ 
came acquainted w ith Boston’s greatest 
literary genius, W illiam Dean H ow ells, 
and was by the latter introduced to society. 
The Count gave nice little teas to the 
society ladies in 
gorgeously 
furnished 
apartments, and drew the cheery beverage 
him seif out of a beautiful Russian samovar, 
which was envied by all his fair guests. 
The Count woufd ask favors o f m ale 
friends in the w ay of indorsing notes and a 
loan o f m oney until his rem ittances from 
Russia came. 
H e ouce borrowed a dia­ 
m ond ring worth $259 lrom a lady acquaint­ 
ance. 
Zulof became acquainted with a 
Mr. Dole, w ho form erly lived in Russia. 
That was his ruin. 
Dole was suspicious of 
the Count ana laid all sorts of traps, but 
the w ily little Russian was too sharp aDd 
could not be caught. 
Mr. D ole carried his 
inquisition even farther. 
H e wrote to 
friends on tbe other side inquiring as to 
Z u lo fs identity. 
W hat was his satisfac­ 
tion and am azem ent w hen the return post 
brought the intelligence that Zulof was not 
Zulof at all, but was sim ply Lippm ann 
and under that nam e had served a year’s 
sentence in Dublin for obtaining m oney 
under false pretenses. 
Z ulof unabashed explained that the fact 
o f the sentence was true, hut further ex­ 
plained that he got into a little difficulty 
about m oney matters on account of a 
friend. 
Z u lo fs relations w ith H ow ells and the 
set carried him through until 
Monday 
night, when a young m an named Austin, 
w ith a lawyer, paid a visit to the Count’s 
apartments. 
T he Connt had got A ustin to 
cash a note, and Austin looked around and 
found lots of other paper of the Count's in 
various parts of the city. 
W hen Austin 
told the yonng pseudo noblem an of the 
discoveries the latter was com pelled to ac­ 
knowledge that ho had not a cent and no 
prospects ofjjetting any. 
‘ The rem ittance from Russia is all a m yth. 
W hile the confab was taking place Austin 
noticed a fine ring on the Count's linger, 
and in a jiffy the Count was m ade to takeit 
off, and it w ill be returned to the yonng 
lady who owns it. 
Zulof intended to pawn 
it and get out of Boston.

T w o H u n d red W o m en S h ot to D e a th in 
th e D esert. 
P a r is, February 23d.—The Sun corre­ 
spondent sends the follow ing cablegram: 
T he Revue Francaise has a letter from 
Zanzibar which saj3 that over a year ago a 
caravan of 300 Arabs left tbe east coast to 
go into the interior to trade. 
They have 
now returned and one of the chiefj relates 
their adventures. 
Arriving at K avisondo, 
on the northeast shore of Victoria Nyanza, 
the Arabs saw that the natives had a good 
deal of ivory and they had no guns. They 
attacked the tribe. 
Before the shooting 
had gone on long the natives were w illing 
to do anything to m ake peace. 
After a 
long palaver w ith the chiefs the Arabs 
agreed to leave the country upon the pay­ 
m ent to them of 200 tusks of ivory and 200 
young wom en. 
T he natives were glad to 
get rid o f the enem y even on these hard 
conditions. 
A s soon as they received the 
ivory and wom en the Arabs started for the 
coast. 
T hey had a terrible tim e in tbe Messai 
country. 
There was a drought and they 
alm ost perished o f thirst. 
Provisions be­ 
cam e scarce and scarcer. 
The w hole party 
was in danger of starvation, and finally the 
Arab chiefs decided that in order to save 
them selves and the ivory it would be neces­ 
sary to sacrifice the fem ale slaves, who 
were very weak from their privations and 
wonld march n o farther. 
That night all 
of these 200 wom en were shot to death, 
and their bodies were left in camp for 
beasts of prey. 
The victim s happily had not a m om ent’s 
warning of their im pending fate, as each 
murderer selected h is victim , and the hor­ 
rible crim e was accom plished so speedily 
that few of the wom en m ade an outcry. 
W ith their force thus sum m arily reduced 
the Arabs were able to pull through the 
desert region, obtaining a little m ore food 
than barely enough to sustain life. 
The 
chief who related the facts of the case in 
Zanzibar showed not the ¡east com punc­ 
tion whatever for the terrible crim e in 
w hich he had assisted, but m entioned the 
massacre only to give an idea o f the great 
loss they had sustained by the necessary 
sacrifice of 200 slaves. 
It is a curious fact that som e of the m ur­ 
derers are greatly troubled in m ind be­ 
cause their necessities had com pelled them 
to eat rats and other unclean food, which 
is prohibited to M oham m edans, on the 
m arch.

M aclcay G ets L eft, 
P a r is. February 23d.—The action of John 
W . Mackay against Leon Alfarsa, as his 
wife’s 
administrator, 
resulted 
in the 
plaintiff's non-suit. 
The claim originated 
in a loan m ade by Mackay to Alfarsa. 
The latter was tbe son-in-law of 
Isaac 
Camondo, a wealthy merchant, and one of 
M ackay’s m ost intim ate friends during his 
residence in this city. 
Alfarsa bad lost all bi3 m eans through 
im provident speculations on the Bourse, 
and im plored Mackay to assist him in con­ 
cealing this m isfortune from his father-in- 
law . 
H is financial straits drove his wife to 
desperation, and she 
also m ade inter­ 
cession w ith Mackay for a loan of $230,000, 
which was secured, Alfarsa relying on 
being able to repay the debt w ith m oney 
his wife would inherit through her father. 
Isaac Comondo died a few years Bgo and 
left his large fortune to h is daughter, Mine. 
E. Alfarsa. 
Before the affairs of the estate were set­ 
tled Madam Alfarsa became insane and 
her husband was appointed her adm inistra­ 
tor. 
Mackay tried to recover the loan but 
Alfarsa alw ays sought to shirk on the plea 
of insolvency. 
A t last M ackay’s lawyers 
com m enced legal proceeding to have the 
debt paid out o f the personal estate of 
Madam Alfarsa on the ground of the loans 
being m ade largely at her instance.
